AN ORDINANCE 


REGULATING THE USE OF AUTO 


MOBILES IN THE CITY OF LIMA, 
OHIO. 


Be it ordained by the Council of 


the City of Lima, State of Ohio, aa 
follows: 


Section 1. That it shall be unlawful 


for any person or persons to use, drive 
or operate any automobile or motor 
car, operated by e'sctricity, steam or 
other motive power, upon or over any 
of the public streets, alleys or public 
places in the city of Lima, Ohio, with- 
out having a bell or gong or other 
means of giving warning of its ap- 
proach, thereto attached, and without 
having a light or lights exposed on the 
front part thereof, in the night sea- 
son. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of 


any person or persons so using, oper- 
ating or driving any automobile or mo- 
tor car of any description, operated 
by electricity or other motive power, 
upon or over any of the public streets, 
alleys or other public places in said 
city, upon approaching a person or 
vehicle, or approaching a cross street, 
to ring the bell or sound the gong or 
other means of giving notice of their 
approach, so as to give warning of the

motor car, and failure to do so shall 
be deemed a violation of the terms 
and provisions of this ordinance.
